HOOVER FINDS HOARDING 
APPEAL HAS TURNED TIDE 


President Says $34,000,000 Has 
Been Brought Back Inte Cir- 
culation Since Feb. 4.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. — A 
turn in the -tide of hoarding that 
has brought $34,000,000 back into 
circulation since Feb, 4 was an- 
nounced today ‘by President 
Hoover. 
While the President spoke today 


of an “entire turn” M.the move- 
ment toward withdrawal of funds 
from banks and investments, fi- 
nancial leaders of the Government 
e@nsidered the issuance by the 
Tr€asury of a new issue of short 
term bonds of small denomina- 
tions. 

Frank Knox, chairman of the 
President's Anti-Hoarding Commit- 
tee, has asked for such an issue to 
aid in getting out money secreted 
in mattresses, socks and in: safety 
deposit vaults. 

At his régular ‘conference with 
the press, the President said: 

“TT am glad to repcrt that since 
Feb. 4 when JI took action on 
hoarding. there has been an en- 
tire turn in the tide. Up to a few 
days previous to that time hoarding 
was greatly on the increase. Since 
that time it has not only stopped. 
but it is estimated that $34,000,000 
had been returned to circulation 
from hoarding.”

By the Associated Press, 
NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Mrs. 


Minnie Maddern Fiske, famous 
American actress, died yesterday 
at Hollis, Long JAsland. She was 
66 years old. 

She had been ill for ‘three 
months. She made her last stage 
appearance Nov. 7, in Chicago in 
the play, “Again t the Wind.” She 


was forced to cancel her engage- 
ment by her physician, who was 
alarmed at her condition, which 
was diagnosed as auto-intoxica- 
tion. 

She stayed in Hollis at the home 
of her companion, Miss Mae Cox. 
For a time she was reported re- 
sponding to treatment, but a week 
ago she developed heart weakness 
and yesterday at noon a blood clot 
stopped the heart action. .The 
news was not given out until today. 

Harrison Grey Fiske, the ac- 
tress’ husband, said that before go- 
ing to California last spring Mrs. 
Fiske left written instructions with 
him that in the event of her death 
there was to be no funeral cere- 
mony of any kind, and that none 
was to view her remains. She 
wanted her body cremated. “I 
shall carry out the instructions "to 
the letter,” Fiske said. 

The body is in a New York un- 
dertaking establishment. It will be 
taken to the Fisk 
West Eleventh reet, 
Thursday, then to the Crematory 
Disposition of the ashes has not 
been decided. 

Neither her closest friends nor 
her manager, George C. Tyler, 
knew that she had gone to Hollis. 


Made Her Debut at the Age of 3; 
on the Stage 50 Years. , 


EW <Ameriean actresses have 
F attained greater heights than 

those reached by Mifnie Mad- 
Fiske in her professional 
eareer of more than 50 years. 
stage debut was made at the age of 
3. Nearly half a century later a 
famous dramatic critic, writing an 
intimate character study of the 
noted actress, concluded: 

“Man.erisms and limitations 
Mrs.” Fiske has; but,her combined 
talents of intellectual judgment,in 
electing plays, herdmaginative skill 
in stage management, and her nerv- 
ous intensity and spiritual insight 
in acting, make her, though she be 
a woman, the leader of the Amer- 
ican stage today.”’ 

She was declared to be unequaled 
among English-speaking actresses 
in the spring of 1897, after her sen- 
sational success in Thomas Hardy's 
“Tess of the d’Urbervilles.” Two 
years later she added to her laurels 
with “Becky Sharp,’ 'a play found- 
ed on Thackeray’s ‘Vanity Fair.’’ 
This production is said to have 
been the most notable of her many 
successes. 

In additional to being a great 
actress, Mrs. Fiske also excelled as 
a stage manager and producer of 
plays. ‘Lhe late Mme. Rejane, one 


Siof the/foremost French actresses, 


paid many tributes to her in this 
field. “As a producer of plays,” 
she said, “Mrs. Fiske has no su- 
perior in Europe.” Her compa- 
‘nies were long considered the pre- 
mier training schools of the coun- 
try. 

It was often said that Mrs. Fiske 
was hard to understand, and her 
lines were at time unintelligible. 
This was due, in part to her theory 
of diction. When she went on the 
stage, actors and actresses had a 
high-flown elocutionary manner 
which bore little resemblance to or- 
dinary* conduct and conversation. 
Throughout her career Mrs. Fiske 
avoided this sort of thing. She 
broke up the,flowing sentences, em- 
phasizing key words and trustinz 
to them to carry the idea—just as 
everyone does, more or less uncon- 
sciously, in every-day talk. 

Born in New Orleans in 1865.° 

Mrs. Fiske was born in New Or- 
Jeans Dec. 19, 1865, the daughter 
of Thomas and Elizabeth (Mad- 
dern) Davey. Her father was a 
theatrical manager and her mother 
was the daughter of Richard Mad- 
dern, an English musician, who 
brought his large family to this 
country and organized a traveling 
‘concert company composed of his 
own children and known as the 
Maddern Family. The daughter 
was christened Mary Atgusta 
Davey, which she dropped in favor

retiring to start deliberations at 
10:45 o'clock last night. At % a. 
m., the deputy sheriffs in charge 
of the jury were notified that a 
verdict had been reached. The ju- 
rors then went to bed. 

The courtréom was jammed’at 10 
o'clock in anticipation of the ver- 
dict. Heuer was brought in under 
guard at 10:08 and seated himself 
in the chair he had occupied 
throughout the - proceedings, His 
lean face was as devoid of expres- 
sion as it has been since the trial 
started. 

Two minutes later the jurors filed 
in slowly. Heuer glanced at them, 
as did everyone else in the crowded 
room.and they all avoided meeting 
his eyes, 

Heuer Hears Verdict. 

The foreman, Walter -P. Mar- 
quard, handed the rolled verdict to 
a Deputy Sheriff, who handed it to 
the Judge, who, after an Inspection, 
gave it to the courtroom clerk to 
read. 

Heuer, schooled in prisons where 
immobility of expression is a ne- 
cessity, appeared unaffected. Two 
deputies hustled him out of the 
room while his lawyers were atill 
asking for time to file a motion for 
a new trial. The Judge gave them 
10 days in which to prepare their 
motion, 

Foreman Marquard, who is one 
of the proprietors of the Marquard 
Brothers Dry Goods Co., 2500 North

AMERICAN SCHOOL 
RAIDED THIRD TIME 


Strategy of Native Army, in 
Face of Insufficient Facil- 
ittes, Apparently to Draw 
Invaders Into Increasing 
Difficulties.

SHANGBIAI, Feb. 17 


raided the Middle School, operated 
by the American Methodist Episco- 
pal Church in Hongkew, last night, 
the American Consulate was _ in- 
formed early this morning. 

They smashed furniture, kicked 
through the window panes and 
and searched through all the books 
and records, it was said, asserting 
they were looking for anti-Japanese 
propaganda left behind by students 
who fled when the present fighting 
began. 

On two previous occasions the 
Mission authorities have reported 
raids on the school, and once it 
_ was said the intruders ripped down 
an American flag flying over the 
school building. Each time the 
American Consul has filed a pro- 
test with the Japanese authorities, 
who promised that it would not 
happen again. 

Heavy artillery was in action 
again early this morning in the 
Chapei secort. The Japanese Con- 
sul-General warned Mayor Wu 
Teh-cheng that the Chines army 
would have to stop its attacks on 
Chapei and withdraw from its pres- 
ent lines or there w®uld be a mili- 
tary engagement of major propor- 
tions. 

Last night the Japanese military 
commander said that the disposi- 
tion of his troops on the Woosung 
and Chapel fronts constituted a 
warning;sto the Chinese to with- 
draw. He indicdted that the warn 
ing would take more definite form 
before the Japanese went into ac 
tion. . 

Chinese Have an Air Force. 

Behind the lines near Chenju the 
Associated Press correspondent 
saw eight Chinese airplanes last 
evening, tuned up and ready for 
action. There were six pursuit 
planes and two bombers. A Chi- 
nese pilot not more than 20 years 
old said there were plenty more 
where those came from. This pilot 
also said the Chinese had a fleet 
of whippet tanks ready for use 
whenever they were needed. 

There were new artillery bat- 
teries behind the Chapei lines, set 
up apparently to repel Japanese 
landing parties on the Kiangwan 
road. The whole area between 
Chenju and the Chapei front, a 
stretch of about four miles, was a 
long line of barricades and trenches 
bristling with machine guns. 

Support for Chinese Army. 

Gen, Tsai Ting-kai, the dapper 
young poet-commander of the 

' Chinese forces, shifted his ‘esti- 
mated 60,000 troops with rapidity, 
apparently to block Japanese 
.moves, Continual shifting was in 
progress within the Japanese lines 
also. Each side apparently sought 
to counteract the increasing prep- 
arations in the other camp. 

The Peace Preservation Commit- 
tee, a patriotic organization of 
Shanghai residents, also launched a 
campaign for “a national salvation 
fund for armed resistance to Jap- 
anese invasion of Chinese terri- 
tory,” its representatives said: 

Japan's army of 25,000 turned 
the mill district of Shanghai in 
which it is quartered into a scene 
of feverish activity late yesterday. 
Infantry columns marched here and 
there, .cavalry and artillery units 
dashed about. Columns of artillery 
lined the roadways, well-groomed 
horses hitched to the big guns. 

A retreat of the Chinese forces 
defending Shanghai because of lack 
of munitions was predicted by a 
semi-officilal Chinese Government 
spokesman as the probable eventual 
outcome of the massed Japanese 
attack. He added that it would 
be a retreat without defeat. 

China has millions of men, he 
said, enough money to keep the 
army fed and for the first time in 
Inany wars she also has the neces- 
sary morale, but she has not the 
facilities necessary to keep her 
guns supplied with sufficient am- 
munition.

Tucker “Odd-Job Man.”

He was the odd-job man, 
employed as a guard so that the 
chief participants in the kidnaping 
could sleep while their helpless 
victim was in their hands. It was 
perfectly proper for the State to 
trade with him for his testimony. 
It is perfectly proper to give him 
the consideration to wiich his 
frank testimony entitles him. There 
is nothing to conceal about that, 
and I tell it to you freely.” ; 

After discussing separated items 
of evidence briefly, he came _ to 
Lacy’s remarks about the crowd in 
the courtroom. , 

“A crowd,” he ‘repeated, with 
tense quiet. “Of course. Justice ts 
working here. Liberty is at stake. 
Who is safe when gangs of kidnap- 
ers may seize men and hold them 
captive for large ransoms? That 
is why this courtroom is crowded, 

“It would be a dastardly thing, 
gentlemen, for me to stand here 
and urge you to give this client the 
death penalty or life imprisonment 
did I not think the evidence justi- 
fied it. I resent deeply the impu- 
tation of the defense that I would 
do so, It is an unjust accusation 
that calls for no further. com- 
ment.” 

Punishment Up to Jury. 

After reviewing other points in 
the defense arguments, the prose- 
cutor came finally to his closing 
phrases. Still his voice ,remained 
conversational in tone, The jurors 
were leaning back easily in their 
chairs, but were watching him with 
intentness. : 

“Punishment?” he asked. “I 
cannot usu your functions, gen- 
tlemen of the jury. I can give you | 
only my opinion, for yours is the 
final judgment. ~ I believe the evi- 
dence is such as to show clearly 
that Charles Hever kidnaped Alex- 
ander Berg. I believe it sincere- 
ly. - 

“If you find so yourself, then 
Heuer merits no consideration but 
the severest penalty of the law. 
I leave its assessment, or any pun- 
ishment you see fit, to you. I 
don’t want to suggest by inflamma- 
tory utterances, any judgment that 
may later lie on your consciences. 
The case lies with you, the evidence 
is before you, the State-now leaves 
you.”’

Two Wait on Caulfield. 

The senatorship probably will 
not cause the Republican leaders as 
much trouble as the judgeship, as 
there are at least two Republicans’. 
who are thought to be aspirants, 
and whose announcements are be- 
lieved to be contingent only upon 
Goy. Caulfield’s decision.as to 
whether he will seek the senator- 
ship. 

The Governor has kept the poli- 
ticlans guessing for many months. 
A while back it was assumed as a 
matter of course that he desired to 
step from the office of Governor 
into that of Senator, and probably 
he does so desire, but whether he 
will make the race under th® po- 
litical conditions this year is an 
uncertainty. All of the politicians, 
even those thought to be closest to 
the Governor, say that repeated 
efforts to ascertain his intentians 
havé failed. 

There has been a disposition to 
urge former Congressman Cleve- 
land A. Newton to run if the Gov- 
ernor does not, but Newton has 
told his friends that he does not 
j want to be a candidate this year, 
and as a result he has been marked 
of the list of availables. 

Barrett and Ricketts. 

In addition to the Governor and 
Priest, the two prospective candi- 
dates are former Attorney-General 
Jesse W. Barrett and Claude A. 
Ricketts, former member of the 
Legislature and former member of 
the State Survey Commission, both 
4of St. Louis. It is unlikely that 
either Barrett or Ricketts would} 
contest with Caulfield, but if Caul- 
field should put himself out of the 
contest, either or both might try 
for the nomination. 

It is known that Barrett has had 
the matter under consideration and 
that he has received a number of] 
letters from Republicans through- 
out the State urging him to run. 
Ricketts has undertaken a survey 
of the State in an effort to ascer- 
tain the extent of the support he 
might expect. P. E. Burton, who 
managed the Senatorial campaign 
of Nathan Frank in 1928, when 
Frank was second and came with- 
in 12,000 votes of the nomination, 
has been touring the State inter- 
viewing Republican leaders in the 
interest of Ricketts. 

But the Republican Senatorial 
nomination seems to rest on the 
Governor's decision, and he is in 
no hurry to make it known. The 
indications are that he can have 
it without serious opposition, and 
that if he is not a candidate there 
may be a contest among Barrett, 
Ricketts and Priest. 

The absence of judicial candida- 
cies undoubtedly is due to the gen- 
eral feeling, among Republicans as 
well as among Democrats, that 
there is little basis for hope for 
Republican success in Missouri this 
year. Lawyers who aré earning a 
living at their profession are loth 
to incur the expense of a campaign 
when prospects of winning are no 
brighter. 

One Danger to Party. 


The fear expressed by party 
heads, however, is that if desirable 
candidates do not run, undesirable 
ones will and will get the nomina- 
tions without opposition. If that! 
should be the case and the unex- 
pected should happen and they 
should be elected, the party would 
labor under the stigma-.of respon- 
sibility for the presence on the 
bench for 10 long years of incom- 
petent judges. 

While the drafting of candidates 
has been considered, such a plan 
would carry with it the obligation 
of payment of the primary cam- 
paign expenses by the party, and 
this year the Republicans are 
rather hard put to collect enough 
money for even the routine ex- 
penses of holding the party organ- 
ization together. The organization 
is not inclined to take on the bur- 
iden of financing any primary cam- 
paign.

“It establishes the municipality 
as a basis for rate-making rather 
than the entire system of the cor- 
poration,” he said. ‘““Therein lies its 
importance because of the ever- 
increasing tendency toward larger 
systems of electric and gas distrib- 
uters.”’ 

Several cases involving the same 
principle are pending before the 
Commission, one of the most widely 
discussed/of which is the “South 
system” case of the Public Service 
Co. of Indiana, serving 76 cities and 
towns in Southern Indiana. In this 
cage the utility is seeking a system- 
wide rate basis, with uniform rates 
for cities and towns of the same 
class.

A stirring appeal in behalf of his 
bill was made by La Follette tate 
this afternoon. In the presence of 
a full chamber and packed galler- 
ies, the youthful Wisconsin progres- 
sive pointed out that during thé:

Senators had argued that Federal 
relief is- wnnecesnary. They were!

vania, Republicans, and Walsh of!

..“Why Don’t They Eat Cake?” 

“Stripped of verbiage,” La Fol- 
lette shouted, “Senator Fess, the 
Republican national chairman, has 
said that, unless someone besides 
the Federal Government feeds the 
needy, he is willing to let them 
starve. It reminds me of Marie An- 
toinette, who, when the starvinz 
French people cried for bread said: 
‘Why don’t they eat cake?’ 

“Senator Reed has .said, ‘Penn- 
sylvania can fend for herself.’ But 
our figures show Pennsylvania is 
furnishing about 5 cents a day to 
the needy... If that is ‘fending for 
herself,’ T ean only recall what st. 
Matthew said about ‘whited sepui- 
chers, outwardly peautiful to ‘he 

but filled with dead men’s 
bones and filthiness.” 

La Follette demanded relief 
“whieh will enable human beings 
to exist if something like decency. 
rather than on the animal level of 
survival which prevails now.”

which would have raised the total 
amount to $1,000.000.000 by provid- 
Ing an additional $250,000,000 for 
launching a six-year public works 
program, was rejected, 67 to 16. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Montana 
Proposed to cut the La Follette bill 
in half, by limiting the Federal gift 
to $375,000,000, to be used for high- 
“ay construction only.

A for Wall Street Abuses. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE best and most comprehensi 
remedy for the evils of Wall Street 
lies in incorporation of the New York 
Stock and Curb Exchanges under the 
laws of the State wherein they operate. 
Or, better, Federal incorporation of all 
stock exchanges. : 

This could be made to protect the pub- 
lic from the abuses which have long 
been in vogue and were responsible for 
the super-inflation and its aftermaths— 
depression and unemployment—listing of 
grossly ovetcapitalized issues which sub- 
sequently collapse, deceptive or fraudu- 
lent split-up schemes, those forms of 
short selling which are virtually con- 
spiracies to defraud, manipulation by 
matched orders, etc. 

It would enable the appointment of a 
permanent supervisory committee (not 
under Wall Street or Tammany influ- 
ence) to pass upon and consent to all 
future listings, and to refuse to sanction 
such of thse and split-ups or: stock divi- 
dends which have no other objective 
than the unloading of stocks at artificial 
prices, in highly inflated and manipulat- 
ed markets. It could thus stop the [ist- 
ing and implied indorsement of dubious 
issues with glowing names, so many of 
which have proved to be precisely as 
worthless as those printed and sold by 
outside swindlers, some of whom are now 

in prison. It has been computed that 
over half of all the stocks dealt in on 
the exchanges in the past 50 years have 
Necome worthless. What a record! 

Such a committee could trace the 
source Of the buying and selling to the 
very beginning. In the case of short 
sales, it could learn almost at ance if 
the big banks were selling against col- 
lateral hypothecated with them {for 
loans, whether insiders or outsiders were‘ 
short, and of other selling which has the 
pronounced tinge of criminality. Know- 
ing the identity of the buyers and sellers, 
the Supervisory Committee could easily 
and quickly extirpate the current prac- 
tice of “shaping” markets by the manip- 
ulators, for their own very great gain and 
at the expense always of the public. . 

Incorporation could also do much to- 
ward protecting the public from mis- 
leading propaganda, ticker suggestions. 
inspired tips, news gossip, etc. 
designedly mold the outsider 
wrong position. When the big operators 
buy, or want | 
ploy every device possible to make the 


public sell, just as when they want 2) 


sell, they-bedazzle the public into buying. 
All other matters are secondary to the 
one vital factor of who are the buyers 
and who the sellers, and this the commit- 
tee would know. 

If incorporated, the stock exchanges 
could be compelled to force correct quar- 
terly statements, intelligible to the. lay- 
man, of earnings, conditions, etc. by 
those corporations whose securities are 
listed, insisting that 20-per cent of the 
shown “surplus” of same be in quick 
assets, and that all salaries, bonuses. 
commissions and fees, in excess of $5000, 
paid to executives or bankers, shall show 
in the published statements. Thus, cor- 
porations whose shares are listed would 
cease to be self-perpetuating oligarchies. 

Talk of unconstitutionality is mere 
bluff and bluster. Only those who thrive 
on dishonest profits can reasonably ob- 
ject.

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AN EXCELLENT APPOINTMENT. 

Few appointments to the United States Supreme 
Court have compared either in excellence_or. signifi- 
cance with that of Judge Benjamin N. Cardozo, 

which Mr. Hoover made yesterday. 3 

It is not customary for the Président to wait five 
weeks before filling a vacancy upon the supreme 
bench, but Mr. Hoover has made fine use of the de 
lay. He has appointed to succeed Justice Holmes a 
man whose qualifications have elevated him above al) 
party feeling and made him the choice of both Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans for Chief Judge of the Court 
of Appeals in his own State of New York. Appointed 
to that court In 1914 by a Democratic Governor, 
Judge Cardoso has twice been elected to it by joint 
party action, a rare occurrence in American politics. 
The movement to-bring about his elevation to the 
United States Supreme Court when Justice Holmes 
resigned has been one of the most encouraging and 
heartening phenomena of its kind in the history of 
the United States. The faculties of law schools, such 
as that at Yale; members of both parties in the 
United States Senate; newspapers such as the Balti- 
more Sun, New York World-Telegram, Detroit News 
and the Cleveland Press; and magazines like the 
Outlook and Independent, the Nation and the New 
Republic, have all joined in the appeal to the Presi. 
dent to appoint Judge Cardozo. If Senater Borah 
finally persuaded the President to appoint him, as 
dispatches relate, he performed a signal service as 
one of Mr. Hoover's advisers. 

Nothing could illustrate better what is in the minds 
of thinking Americans with respect to the highest 
court in the land than the non-political pressure 
brought upon Mr. Hoover to make this appointment 
The demonstration in the United States Senate at the 
time Justice Hughes was appointed derived from a 
widespread feeling that the United States Supreme 
Court had lost touch with popular cauSes. This feeling 
burst into flame when Mr. Hoover attempted to ap- 
point to the court an illiberal Judge from North Car- 
olina. When the battle was over, he had substituted 
Justice Roberts, with the consequence that for the 
first time in many years Justices Holmes.and Bran- 
deis found themselves on the side of the majority 
opinion. Thanks to the Senaté,the usual five-four 
decisions against liberal causes were changed a]most 
over night to a five-four count upon the side which 
for so long had to content itself with the dissenting 
opinions of Justices Brandeis and Holmes. One cannot 
help thinking how the whole course of American jur- 
isprudence might have been altered in the last quar 
ter of a century if enlightened opinion had always 
insisted, as it did in this case, upon the appointment 
to the Supreme Court of men sympathetic with the 
rights and necessities of the people. 

Prof. Felix Frankfurter said recently that Judge 
Cardozo must be included in the first half-dozen 
Judges of the English-speaking world. His elevation 
to the Supreme Court assures not merely the liberal 
interpretation of the law for which Justice Holmes 
was acclaimed, but also that elegance and distinction 


| which characterize the writings of Justice’ Holmes. 


Judge Cardozo, too, is a philosopher f!n the law. His 
opinjons haye been not merely models of law, but 
mowels of expression. They have elevated the Court 


j of Appeals of New York to a place in our juris- 


| prudence second only to that of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

Now that the liberal majority upon the court has 
been preserved, we will shortly have more to say of 
problems which press upon the Supreme Court and the 
importance of bringing to them the greatest wisdom 
of which we are capable. For the time being, we can 
only say that Mr. Hoover has distinguished himself 
in so distinguishing such a jurist as Judge:Cardozo.

France’s Approach to the World Crisis — 


By Walter Lippmann. 


PARIS (by cable). 

AVING been in Paris astecently as last 

spring, i have been reminded sharply on 

returning how vain it is to take short 
views. Only a few months ago France pro- 
duced the impression of ‘having an im- 
munity to the ravages of the world crisis. 
Today it cannot be doubted that France is 
in the grasp of the same forces which are 
bearing down upon other naéons. There is 
no attempt here to deny Or to disguise that 
fact. 

The Mayor of a small town in the prov- 
inces was telling me how the storm had hit 
his community. 

“Last August,” he said, “we had one un- 
employed man—jfust one. At the beginning 
of December we had 50. Now 
200." 


In France, as in the United States, there . 


are no satisfactory statistics of unemploy- 
ment, but there. are estimates that even 
after the repatriation of unemployed aliens, 
there are today something Hike a million 
wholly unemployed in France.

dustries. The diminution of purchasing 
power and great reserve upon the part of 
consumers added a depressing effect to the 
external causes of trouble.” 

In spjte of reduced production, falling 
prices and general inactivity, there has been 
since last October a decided increase in the 
note circulation. “This increase,” says the 
Bank of France, “which has »xccurred only 
in bills of 1000 francs and 600 francs, is 
manifestly due te the development of hoard-. 
ing.”

Thus the ordinary phenomena of the 
world crisis are all making their appearance 
here. Although France has an extraordi- 

ly well balanced national economy, al- 

ough France pointedly avoided the worst 

excesses of the credit inflation, it has now 
been drawn into the general depression. 

The impression, so common jn other coun- 
tries, that France is complacent, secure and 
omnipotent behind her army and her gold 
supply is, I am satisfied, an illusion. What- 
ever may have been French feeling a few 
months ago, today the Fren-h are as anxious 
as any other nation to find a general solu- 
tion of the world crisis. But, like every 
other nation, they approach the problem in 
their own way and according to their own 
experience. If other nations are to work

with them, they must understand their 
premises. 

It is necessary to begin by remembering 
that France is a democracy and that there is 
to be an election at .he end of May. There- 
fore in France, as in other countries, the 
chief preoccupation of public men is to find 
ways of doing what they believe to be neces- 
sary without displeasing the voters. French 
public opinion is dominated by two great 
fears—fear of invasion and of inflation, 


The memory of military intrusion causes 


Frenchmen toe dread the recovery of Ger- 
many and any unsettlement of the existing 
order in Europe. The memory of the infla- 
tion, which destroyed abo t four-fifths of 
their savings, has made Frenchmen passion- 
ate adherents of the gold standard and of 
the orthodox financial proceduré. The 
French remember that they were almost 
defeated in 1917 and almost ruined in 1916. 
This has made them react in a profoundly 
conservative manner to the presen: crisis. 

They remember, too, that though they 
were almost defeated in 1917 they were vic- 
torious and dominant two years later: that 
though they were almost ruined in 1916 
they became the strongest financial power 
in Europe quickly thereafter. Thus they 
conclude that the fortunes and the positions 
of nattons are capable of rapid change. They 
have no confidence that their present power 
is permanent or that the p-esent weakness 
of Germany is permanent. The believe 
that the relative positions could be reversed 
as quickly in the future as they ha’e been 
in the recent past. Therefore, they mistrust 
and reject solutions which take a short view 
based on a passing emergency.

It is impossible, I think, to understand 


French policy on reparations; debts, gold, — 


relations with Germany or original meas- 
ures for.restoring the economic life of the 
world without realizing that their major 
premise is a desire to defend themselves 
against invasion and inflation in a worid in 
which power and prosperity are so unper- 
manent. . 

It is because the facts change so quickly 
that Frenchmen are so deeply convinced of 
the importance of adhering to principles, 
contracts, outward forms and orderly pro- 
cedure. Americans and Britons are in- 
clined to think’ impatiently, and to be theo- 
practical and adjustable. 
But this loyalty to abstractions is not mere 
obstinacy. It is an attempt to hold on to 
something permanent amidst the bewilder- 
ing changes of human affairs.

Championshif Meet for Professional Teachers 
—Mistakes Made by the Experts. 


RIDGE is the only game of any 

tmportance in which there has 

been no dividing line between 
the amateur and the professional. 
All championship events hitherto 
conducted have been open to any 
aspirant. Now at lest is to come 
a competition limited entirely to 
professionals. It will be the East- 
ern contract championship for 
bridge teachers, conducted during 
the Eastern championship tourna- 
ment in the ballroom of the Hotel 
Roosevelt, New York, which begins 
on Washington’s birthday. 

Mrs. Elizabeth B. Banfield, her- 
gelf a bridge teacher of note and 
a member of the team holding the 
national open team of four cham- 
pionships, has given the trophy for 
the contest, which will be by pairs. 
The teachers will play in three ses- 
sions, one the mornings of Wednes- 
day, Thursday and Friday. Only 
bona fide qualified professional in- 
structors of bridge are eligible, 
making it the first competition in 
which the amateur has been unable 
to take part. 

Perhaps this marks the begin- 
ning of a new era in the game 
which may eventually offer special 
events for amateurs and profes- 
sionals, the latter class including, 
besides teachers, all those who ob- 
tain remuneration’ from books, lec- 
tures, breadcasting, sale of supplies 
and other activities connected with 
the game, or at least those who de- 
pend upon such activities for their 
principal means of livelihood. 

There never has been such a 
thing as a class of professional 
players of bridge in the same sense 
as there have been professional 
players of baseball, golf, tennis, 
billiards and ether games, for the 
simple reason that no way had 
been satisfactorily devised to make 
the play visible to spectators and 
thus secure gate receipts. The com- 
ing of devices to display each bid 
and play before a crowd may 
change all that in time.
